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Temple ruins prove oceans link in ancient civilizations 



COLOMBO. Sri Lanka <UPI) - Explorer 
Thor Heyerdahl has found ruins of an 
advanced dvUJzatlon In Ibe remote Maldlve 
Islands that he says proves ancient nuui'was 
not isolated the oceans. 

' 'Heyerdahl. the Norwegian who led the 
legendary 1947 Kon Tlltl a^edition. said In an 

_ interview .that the, archaeological discovet? 
appamitly had links 4.000 yean ago with the 
■Indus Valley In Asia. 
'Heye'rdahl said his expedition to the Indian 
Ocean Islands some 400 miles southwest ot 
India, had excavated ruins ol a temple 



lesembllnga MesopoUmlan zlggurat, a tower 
In the form of a terraced pyramid. He also 
found cult objects Including more than 20 
larfie limestone phalluses. 

"Since neither the Moslems nor the Bud- 
dhists practiced phallus worship or built 
2iggurat-llke temples," Heyerdahl said, "the 
present archaeologica] discoveries bring 
Maldlvlairp»*lstCTy- taelrto- still earlier- 
clvilliatlons." 

All religions except Islam were banned In 
the Maldives In 1153 so his latest discoveries 
provide evidence of a civilization predating 



the Moslem period. 

Heyerdahl said the zlggurat building stones 
were carved with classical motifs Indicating a 
hU^i level of culture. Excavations hi the 
surrounding area brought iq) new temple 
ruins and a broken tablet with hieroglyphic 
Inscriptions shnilar to the undeclphered India 
Valley script which disappeared nearly 2.000 
■years before Jesus Christ , . 

The new finds "confirm my contention that 
the ocean Is not an isolator. 

"People are separated by mountains. 
Jungles, glaciers and deseris but are con- 



nected by oceans," be said. 

From his' research Into primitive 
astronomical navigatkin. Heyerdahl 
calculated that any Islands on the equator 
could have been visited and settled by pre- 
historic navigators. 

Ancient seafarers with only a rudimentary 
knowledge of astronomical navigation would 
have followed equatorial lines using the North 
Star as a guide, he said. 

This led him to Maldives, where only 202 ol 
the 1.4S3 Islands are inhabited, for his Initial 
exploration last November.
